M artin L. Dav ey died March 31 
at Kent. 
Donahey 
was 
gov ernor 
from 
19 23 to 19 29 and senator from 
19 35 to 19 40. 
The first person ev er to serv e 
three consecutiv e term s as gov er­ 
nor of Ohio, Donahey occupied a 
unique niche in Ohio politics. 
Politicians called him “miracle 
man,” 
because of his 
campaign 
methods, contem pt for party or­ 
ganization and his ability to win 
office on the strength of his per­ 
sonal following. 
Donahey was 
born 
in 
W est­ 
chester, 
Tuscaraw as county, 
on 
July 7, 1873. His only formal edu­ 
cation was receiv ed in the lower 
grades of public schools. 
He was an obscure printer in 
Tuscarawas county when he en­ 
tered politics and rose rapidly un­ 
til he was elected state auditor In 
19 12. 
It was in that position, where 
he k ept a close watch on the state 
treasury, tha t he gained the nick 
name of “Honest Vic”. A typical 
incident was his rejection of an 
item of 35 cents for a bak ed po 
tato placed on a state official’s 
expense account. 
He was re-elected as auditor in 
19 16, and four years later w>as the 
choice for the Democratic nomin­ 
ation 
for gov ernor. Despite 
his 
personal popularity, he was caught 
in the Harding landslide and lost

Quintuplet Calves Leave Town House 
To Parade Through Fairbury Streets 


FAIRBURY, Neb., April 9— 
Quintuplet calves, only group of 
their kind known to animal hus­ 
bandry, were exhibited for the 
first time today since their birth 
four and a half months ago. 
The bovines — named United 
States, Russia. England, China, 
and France weighed less than 
200 pounds at birth. Today they 
aggregated 
approximately 
1,000 
pound* as 
they 
pranced from 
their 
electrically 
heated 
town 
house and paraded through down­ 
town Fairbury. The parade waa 
arranged by the Chamber of Com­ 
merce and had the aspect of a typ­ 
ical Nebraska county fair. 
Parade costumes consisted of 
rad 
halters and whits 
blankets 
lettered in red with their names. 
Francs is the only heifsg of th* 


group. 
Two of 
the calves 
are 
white-faces, one is red. and two 
are a mixture of red and white. 
The five were bom Nov/ 20, 1945, 
of a grade Shorthorn cow and a 
non-registered Hereford bull. The 
mother, an ordinary milk cow. was 
owned by Leo Schmoldt, a farmer 
who lives five miles northeast of 
Fairbury. 
Dr. L. J, 8mith, a veterinarian, 
took complete charge of the calves. 
For two weeks Smith snd Schmoldt 
and their wive* gave the calves 
24-hours-a-day supervision in a 
brooder house. At the end of six 
weeks Smith moved them to Fair­ 
bury and installed them in a town 
house." 
The quints’ electrically heated 
home waa equipped with individual 
stalls and running water. Adjacent 
to th* stalls was a rumpus room 
where the calves got their exercise. 


They developed such a liking for 
one another that separation into 
stalls was the signal for a tre­ 
mendous bawling that continued 
for hours. 
Smith nursed the calves care­ 
fully, and fed them a specially de­ 
veloped vitamin-enriched formula 
The basic food was oatmeal, mixed 
feed, and prairie hay. 
The calve*, individually no dif­ 
ferent from thousands of ordinary 
young bovines, attracted attention 
from many parts of the world.

Pearl Harbor committee in a re­ 
sumption of public heatings into 
the December 7, 1941 naval disas­ 
ter, said he believed he would re­ 
member it if such a conversation 
had taken place. 
He was re-called to the witness 
stand for questioning about the 
events of the evening of Decem­ 
ber 6. 1941 because of other testi­ 
mony that Mr. Roosevelt tried to 
reach Stark that night by tele­ 
phone. 
The committee also recalled Gen. 
George C. Marshall, former Army 
chief of staff, 
to question 
him 
again about his activities and 
whereabouts the night before Pearl 
Harbor. 
Meanwhile, it made public cor­ 
respondence and communications 
disclosing that nearly IO months 
before the attack on Hawaii, the 
British asked this country to join 
in warning Japan that an attack 
on Singapore would mean war. 
The documents included a per- 
aonal^ plea from Prime Minister 
Winston Churchill 
to the late 
President Roosevelt to do anything 
he could to "instill in Japan anx­ 
iety as to a double war" with 
Britain and the United States.

COLUMBUS, April 9 — Funeral 
services for Former Governor and 
U. S. Senator Vie Donahey, 72, 
will be held at 2 p. rn. Thursday 
at New Philadelphia, O. 
Donahey, the first three-time 
governor of Ohio, died yesterday 
at a Columbus hoapital after a aix- 
day illness. Donahey was the sec­ 
ond former governor to die with­ 
in 
nine days. Former 
Governor 
Martin L. Davey died March 31 
at Kent. 
Donahey 
was 
governor from 
1923 to 1929 and senator from 
1935 to 1940. 
The first person ever to serve 
three consecutive terms as gover­ 
nor of Ohio, Donahey occupied a 
unique niche in Ohio politics 
Politicians called him “miracle 
man,” 
because of his 
campaign 
methods, contempt for party or­ 
ganization and his ability to win 
office on the strength of his per- 
, sonal following. 
Donahey was bom in West­ 
chester, Tuscarawas county, on 
,July 7, 1873. His only formal edu­ 
cation w as received in the lower 
grades of public schools. 
He was an obscure printer in 
Tuscarawas county when he en- 
• tered politics and rose rapidly un­ 
til he was elected state auditor In 
1912. 
It was in that position, w’here 
he kept a close watch on the state 
treasury, that he gained the nick­ 
name of “Honest Vie", A typical 
incident was his rejection of an 
item of 35 cents for a baked po­ 
tato placed on a state official’s 
expense account. 
He was re-elected as auditor in 
1916, and four years later was the 
choice for the Democratic nomin­ 
ation 
for governor. Despite

personal popularity, he waa caught 
in the Harding landslide and lost

Possibility of a heavy frost 
Tuesday night loomed as a threat 
to fruit orchards in the Circleville 
area. The U. S. Weather Bureau 
predicted that the frost will strike 
in central and northern Ohio. 
Pickaway County Farm Bureau 
said that the fruit crop in this area 
wall be in serious danger in the 
event of a heavy frost. 
It is possible, according to th# 
weatherman, that the mercury will 
fall to the 30 degree mark during 
the night. Clear skies, of course, 
help frost to become killing to 
fruit. Cloudy skies, fog. or wind, 
ail help to minimize the danger. 
While peach trees are shedding 
their blossoms and are consequent­ 
ly a little safer than they were a 
few days ago. a very heavy frost 
might substantially curtail their 
yield. 
Most apple trees have not yet 
arrived at the danger point because 
they still are in the pre-pink and 
have not blossomed. 
The official weather report is 
continued cool Tuesday night and 
Wednesday.

THE human body is intricately 
and marv elously made, which is, 
of course, one reason why it may 
dev elop so many ailments. From 
one point of view, its wondrous 
complexity and specialization of 
parts simply means that it has a 
lot of things to get out of kilter. 
Suppose, for instance, there is 
some injury to its “shock ab sorb ­ 
er« ,” the little pieces of cartilage 
which lie b etween the small b ones 
of the spine and act as cushions 
to protect against jarring. 
These hits of cartilage, called 
interv ertéb ral disks, are small, and 
they serv e a most useful purpose, 
b ut if they are injured you are 
going to hav e troub le. 
There are certain injuries to the 
interv ertéb ral disks 
which, 
in 
turn, produce pain in the lower 
part of *he b ack. At times the 
pain passes downward into the 
leg. This is known as sciatica. 
At other times, a part of the 
disk herniates or ruptures. The 
type of injury which has occurred 
to the disk will determine to some 
extent the type of symptoms that 
dev elop. For example, according 
to Dr. James H. Young of Aus­ 
tralia, a herniation of the disk 
will cause compression or pres­ 
sure symptoms. When this hap­ 
pens it will b e found that the spine 
b ends away from 
the 
affected 
side. 
Stands and Bends 
If a person stands up and b ends 
forward the pain Is made worse, 
while if he is seated and b ends 
forward the pain b ecomes less. 
Bending b ackward or toward the 
affected side in e rtie s the pain. 
As a result of b ending or lifting 
too heav y an ob ject, rupture of 
the disk may occur. This causes 
symptoms called the stretch syn­ 
drome. In such cases, b ending ov er 
while standing makes the pain 
worse as does b ending ov er while 


sitting down. Howev er, b ending 
b ackward does not cause pain. 
Sometimes there may b e de­ 
generation or wasting of one 
o l 
the disks. In such cases b ending 
ov er while standing makes the 
pain worse b ut b ending b ackward 
or b ending forward when sitting 
down is painless. 
In order to tell when injury to 
the interv erteb ra! disks has oc­ 
curred, an X-ray of the spine is 
taken. An examination to deter­ 
mine if there is tenderness along 
the spine or to find if the v erte­ 
b rae or small b ores in the spine 
mov e too freely will also help in 
the diagnosis. 
In the case of a hernia of a disk, 
surgical repair of the disk 
is 
usually necessary. Now and then, 
the part of the disk which has got­ 
ten out of position may go b ack 
in place b y itself. 
Tearing of the disk is treated 
b y using a spinal b race to keep 
the parts immov ab le. Howev er, in 
some cases the tearing of the disk 
may b e so extensiv e that an opera­ 
tion is required. 
When there is degeneration or 
wasting, the wearing of a cost or 
b race for awhile may reliev e 
the symptoms. 
If this fails, an 
operation is done in w-hich the 
v erteb rae b etween which the disk 
is located are ankylosed, that is, 
fixed together so that they are not 
mov ab le. 
When pain in the b ack and sci­ 
atica occur, a careful study, in­ 
cluding X-rays of the spine, should 
b e carried out to determine if 
damage to the interv erteb ral disks 
may not b e responsib le.

THE human body it intricately 
and marvelously made, which it, 
of course, one reaton why it may 
develop so many ailment#. From 
one point of view, its wondrout 
complexity and specialisation of 
parts simply meant that it has a 
lot of thing? to get out of kilter. 
Suppose, for instance, there is 
tome injury to its "shock absorb­ 
ers,” tho little pieces of cartilage 
which lie between the small bones 
of the spine and act as cushions 
to protect against jarring. 
These hits of cartilage, called 
intervertebral disks, are small, and 
they serve a most useful purpose, 
but if they are injured you are 
going to have trouble. 
There are certain injuries to the 
intervertebral disks 
which, 
in 
turn, produce pain in the lower 
part of ‘he back. At times the 
pain passes downward into the 
leg. This is known as sc,sties. 
At other times, a part of the 
disk herniates or ruptures. Ti e 
type of injury which has occurred 
to the disk will determine to some 
extent the type of symptoms that 
develop. For example, according 
to Dr. James H. Young of Aus­ 
tralia, a herniation of the di.-k 
will cause compression or pres­ 
sure symptoms. When this hap­ 
pens it will be found that the spine 
bends away from 
the affected 
side. 
Stands and Bends 
If a person stands up and bends 
forward the pain Is made worse, 
while if he is seated and bends 
forward the pa rn becomes less. 
Bending backward or toward the 
affected side increases the pain. 
As a result of bending or lifting 
too heavy an object, rupture of 
the disk may occur. This causes 
symptoms called the stretch syn­ 
drome. In such cases, bending over 
while standing makes the pain 
worse as does bending over while 


sitting down. However, bending 
backward does not cause pain. 
Sometimes there may be de­ 
generation or wasting of one o' 
tha disks. In such cases bending 
over while standing makes the 
pain worse but bending backward 
or bending forward when sitting 
down is painless. 
In order to tell when Injury to 
the intervertebral disks has oc­ 
curred, an X-ray of the spine it 
taken. An examination to deter­ 
mine if there is tenderness along 
the spine or to find if the verte­ 
brae or small bones in the spme 
move too freely will also help in 
the diugnosis. 
In the case of a hernia of a disk, 
surgical repair of the 
di«k 
is 
usually necessary- 
• r’4 then, 
the part of the disk which has got­ 
ten out of position may go back 
in place by itself. 
Tearing of the disk is treated 
by using a spinal brace to keep 
the parts immovable. However, in 
some cases the tearing of the disk 
may be so extensive that an opera­ 
tion is required. 
When there is regeneration or 
wasting, the wearing of a cast or 
brace 
for 
awhile 
may 
relieve 
the symptoms, 
lf this fails, an 
operation is done in which the 
vertebrae between which the di*k 
is located are ankylosed, that it, 
fixed together so that they are not 
movable. 
When pain in the back and sd . 
atica occur, a careful study, in­ 
cluding X-rays of the spine, should 
be carried out to determine if 
damage to the intervertebral diska 
may not be responsible.

EXPLANATION OF 


SUN SPO T TRICK 


WASHINGTON, 
April 9 —Sci­ 
ence found a new ex planation to­ 
day for the tricks that sun spots 
play on radio communications. 
Three scientists at the Carnegie 
institution 
of 
Washington 
an­ 
nounced the discov ery of electric­ 
ally -charged g asses which speed 
from the sun into the earth’s at­ 
mosphere and seriously disturb the 
trav el of radio wav es. 
The gasses originate in or near 
sun spots and race toward the ion­ 
osphere, the upper lay er of the 
earth’s 
atmosphere, at about 
a 
mile-a-second clip. The ionosphere 
then undergoes marked changes 
which result in the fading or dis­ 
appearance of radio signals.

EXPLANATION OF 
SUN SPOT TRICK 


WASHINGTON, 
April 9—Sci­ 
ence found a new explanation to­ 
day for the trick* that aun spots 
play on radio communications. 
Three scientists at the Carnegie 
institution 
of 
Washington 
an­ 
nounced the discovery of electric- 
ally-charged gassea which speed 
from the aun into the earth’s at­ 
mosphere and seriously disturb the 
travel of radio waves. 
The gasses originate in or near 
sun spots and race toward the ion­ 
osphere, the upper layer of the 
earth s 
atmosphere, at about 
a 
mile-a-second clip. The ionoephere 
then undergoes marked changes 
which result In the fading or dis­ 
appearance of radio signal*.
